This was the bane 
of Sodom. The facred penman rematked 
concerning that horridly polluted city, that 
‘** abundance of idlenefs was-in her.’”—And 
from that fource there fprang thofe detefta- 
ble abominations, which cried to’ heaven a- 
gainft her and enflamped her charaéter with 
eternal infamy. ‘As the air, -in which we 
conflantly breathe, becomes corrupt when it 
is long motionlefs, fo the etherial- breath ot 
life itfelf, which had been breathed into man 
from above, naturaily corrupts in a ftate of 
indolence. When children are fuffered to 
get the habit of idlenefs, a long catalogue of 
other evil habits will follow of courfe, 
Solomon, the molt wife obferver of hu- 
man nature, has remarked, that-** floth catt- 
eth into a deep fleep”—and alfo, that-t* The 
. defire of the flothful killeth him.” ‘Thefe 
remarks aptly exprefs the invincible ten- 
dency of idlenefs both to produce a general 
imbecility of chara€ter and to generate def- 
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tructive propenfities and habits. A certain, 
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kind of taedium or-irkfome difquietude is a 


never failing concomitant of idlenefs, The 
due poife of human life, with refpeét to.com-

as with the weight of a millitone: and, an

haunts of diffipation. Children and youth, 
who are nurfed.in the lap of idlenefs, are 
blighted in the bloom ; tor, by an indolent 
fauntering difpoftion, which when once fix- 
ed becomes incurable, the mind is fhorn of

On the other hand, induftry is the balfam 
of life tothe human frame. It equally be- 


friends our health and our morals : it equal- 
ly braces the body and the mind. kt isa 


powerful curb againft licencious difpofi- | 


tions and practices, as well as an indifpenfi- 


ble prerequifite to the forming of a charac-" 


ter either re{peétable or ufeful. The impor- 


tance. of guarding the young againft idlenefs j 


and of forming in them habits of indullry,

aE Tue honour, which my Fellow- 
Citizens have again conferred upon me, de- 
mands a repetition of my acknowledgements, 
and the continued’ exertions of my abilities 
to promote their intereft. The duties which 
they have called me to perform, elpecially 
tholes which regard appointments to office, 
are of a delicate nature ; but while [ am fo- 
licitous to employ the authority with which 
they have encrufted me, for their benefit, I 
hope for their candid and favourable accep- 
tance, of my fincere endeavour to ferve 
them. 
* Our State Conftitution declares, that 
the end of the inftitution, maintenance and 
adminiftration of Government js to fez 
cure the exiftence of the body politic ; 
to proteét it ; and to furnifh the individu. 
| als who compofe it, with the power of en- 
_** joying in fatety and tranquility, their nat- 
‘ ural rights and the ae Oe life.’’— 
This declaration fuggefis the importance of 
Government to the peace ot fociety, and the 
prefervation of that fyitem of morals upon 
which its happinefs denends, and at the fame 
time points out the objeéts, which every one 
to whom its adminiftration is confided, fhould 
have. conitantly in view. Mankind have 
confented in all ages to fubmit to Govern- 
ment, as the neceflary means to prevent per. 
petual war, and fecure their individual 
nights ; without a regulating and controuling 
power, it is impoffible tor fociety to exift ; 
and when that power is empluyed forthe u- 
{ual purpofes of its inftitution, it affords fe. 
curity to the bleffings of life, preferves jo. 
ciel order, and induces a compliance with 
the laws of that Being, whofe government is 
founded in infinite wifdom, and direéted ia 
all its Operations, by perfect re€bitude and 
goodnels, 

‘* As the national Conftitution. unites the 
people oi the feveral States in the bonds of 
intereft, ahd entitles them to the common 
privileges of Citizens ; and the national 
Government undertakes to provide for their 
defence againit foreign enemies, and to en- 
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| fure domeltic tranquility ; it is the duty vt 
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the feveral States to fupport that Conflitu- 
tion and Government ; to be mutually vigt- 
Jant for the fafety and happinefs of each oth- 
er ; to guard their feveral rights ; and in 
conformity to their refpettive State Confti- 
tutions, to enaét* juft and equitable laws tor 
the internal regulation and fecurity of the 
Citizens, and provide for their faithful exe- 
cution, The pertormance of thefe fervices, 
which on the part of this State is now incum- 
“bent upon us, is not lefs a matter of intereft 
than ab dusy ; as the fafety of all that is dear 
to us, depends on the ftability of the Con- 
ftitutions which we have in the molt folemn 
manner engaged to fupport. 

‘« The patriotifm of the American Peo- 
ple has been manifefted m upholding the 
prefent fyftem of national Government, and 
the continuance of our union, is obvioully 
neceflary to fecure refpe& trom other na- 
tions, and preferve tranquility among our- 
felves ; for unlefs our views are circum{[cri- 
‘bed within a narrow circle, we muft -per- 
ceive, that divifion would lead us to difor- 
der and weaknefs, and expofe us to the. lofs 
of national importance, and individual Aib- 
erty. So long as thefe States are united, 
they will continue to increafe in power and 
profperity : But whenever the ties which 
connett them are diflolved, they will préba- 
bly decay and fall to ruin by mutual jealouf- 
ies and inteftine feuds. 

* There is no evil to which free Govern- 
ments are more expofed, than tle: prevalence 
of party {pirit. ‘Ve extreme violence of this 
{pirit degrades the chara€ter of a nation, and 
vitiates the morals of the people ; it has pro- 
ved fatal to almoit every other Republic, ei- 
ther by enabling a fuccefsful Chief to eftab- 
lith his empygjon its ruins, or by weakening 
its ability tO oppofe foreign invafion ; it 
tends to pervert the judgment as well as cor- 
rupt the heart, and renders the fubjeéts of it 
unfocial and intolerant. .Men who. in the 
ordinary commerce of life would difdain to 
make ufe of deception, when actuated by the 
rage of party, will give currency to reports, 
which at leaft they muft think doubtful; 
their pretended patriotifm degenerates into 
an eagernefs to fupport party principles ; and 
in order to influence opinions or -meafures, 
or to retaliate fuppofed iw;uries, they have 
no {cruple in violating the plaineft rules. of 
decency and jullice. .Qur fentiments om po- 
litical fubje€is will be different, but this di- 
verfity, if in exprefling it we confine our- 
felves within the limits of truth and candour, 
will not be injurious, and.it it produges an 


honorable emulation to promote. the public | 


‘good may even be ufeful. It is impoflible 
that all fhould be of one opinion, and it is a 
reafonable indulgence to fuyffer every man to 
enjoy his own ; 1n many cafes, however, an 
open-and fair examination of public meaf- 
ures, is necelfary, to enable the people to form 
a correét judgment concerning them ; and 
it the current opinion is different fram ours, 
awe may endeavour, by calm difcuffion, with.
